Attendance at the Biennial Meeting of the Idaho State Library 
Association this year broke all records, I wish there were some 
way of transmitting to all of you who did not come something of 
the enthusiasm and inspiration that we gained there, 


The presence of Miss Kee from the American Library Association 
and of all the members of the State Library Board and representatives 
of the State Department of Education made us all more aware that we 
are not working in a vacuum, but as a part of a larger whole to bring 
the opportunity of acquiring knowledge and broader understanding 
throuch books to the people of our own small section of our great 


country. 


A resolution was passed that the ISLA should sponsor a bill in 
the 1955 Legislature to make it legal for people in small towns and 
rural areas to pay a small county tax toward the support of county 

or regional public libraries. This bill will provide for cooperative 

effort in making the widest and most efficient use possible of library 
resources, This is in keeping with our American tradition that 

people should be free to help themselves, 


At the same time guidance and coordination of planning are 
needed and for this reason a second resolution was passed that 
the ISLA should support the reouest of the State Library Board 
for a more adequate budget for the State Traveling neery to 

strengthen its staff and its services. 


The details of this legislative program are explained more 
fully by our Legislative Committee Chairman, Mrs. liabel Baker, 
elsewhere in this issue. The full text of the resolutions 
appears in the report of the Saturday morning business meeting 
also in this issue. 


q Now this is here come in. Your committees and officers 
- can plan the program, make surveys and reports and write bills, 
j = they cannot go all the way without active support from all 
of yous Your legislators may not realize how desperately Idaho 
to expand and extend library service unless you tell them 
pee it. They come to Boise to put into effect the wants and 
needs of the people et home. You members of ISLA and your 
friends and relatives are the people at home. You are responsible 
for promoting the cause of library service because that is your 
vocation and your special interest. No one else is voing to do that 
for you. Other people have other special interests to look after. 
When all groups take the lead in their own fields and work together, 
the greatest good is acco~plished for all. 


So please, librarians.of Idaho, keep your people informed and 
talk with your legislators about the library needs of our state. 

Public librarians, be sure that you give your boards of directors 
a chance to read the issues of the IDAHO LIBRARIAN, The July 
1952 issue, the October 1953 issue, the April 195); issue, and 
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this issue are especially vital for they carry the reports that 
are background information for understanding our needs, Use 
them in your community. 


A Public Relations Committee is being appointed to work with the 
Legislative Committee in preparing the way for the passage of the 
library bill. A Nominating Committee has heen appointed to prepare 
the slate of officers for next spring's election. If you are asked 
to serve on a committee or to stand for office please do accept. 

If we will all do our part and all work together there will be no 
heavy burden on anyone, The ISLA is your organization and when 
your turn comes to serve it, accept with willingness, We have 
had a wonderful example of teamwork this past year from all who 
have undertaken oblégetions. Let us keep up the fine spirit. 


The Library Development Committee will continue to gather 
the library statistics so this information may be kept up to 
date. The Special Committee on School Library Standards has completed 
its survey of the state and will now work on the draftinz of 
standards for Elementary School Libraries, The Idaho Authors 
Committee and the Committee on Microfilming Idaho Newspapers will 
continue with their work. A Constitution Committee has been appointed 
to do some "housekeeping" with our Constitution, We have a busy 
year ahead and it is a challenge to all of us.

FIRST GENERAL SESSION 


The 195 meeting of the Idaho State Library Association was held 
in the new library building of Idaho State College, Pocatello, with 
Mr. Eli Oboler and staff, of I.S.C., and Mrs. Ruth Higgins and staff 
of Pocatello Public Library, in charge of arrangements, The meeting 
opened with registration from 8:30 - 10:00 a.m. This was held on the 
first floor of the library. There were 87 members and friends who 
registered and attended the conference during the two days. 


The first meeting was held in the Browsing Room of the library. 
Miss Bingham introduced Mr. Ray Hunter, chairman of the Pocatello City 
Council and architect of the new library building, who welcomed our 
association tc Pocatello. Also, introduced by our president were the 
members of the State Library Board: Mrs. We J. Nixon, President of 
the Board, from Bonners Ferry; Mrs. C. E. Winstead, Boise; Mrs, Martha 
Kennedy, Pocatello; and Mr, Alton B. Jones, Superintendent of Public 
Instruction, from Boise, Others introduced were Miss S. Janice Kee, 
Executive Secretary, Public Libraries Division, A.L.A.3 Miss Gertrude 
Eastman, State Supervisor of Elementary Education; and Mrs. Edith 
Robinson, Acting Librarian of the State Traveling Library. Mr. Oboler 
then introduced the exhibitors. 


Miss Bingham called the attention ofall present to the fact that 
there was a curriculum display by the Department of Education, located 
in Swanson Hall, which many might be interested in seeing. 


Mrs. Higgins gave the Treasurer's report,” covering the time from 
May 21, 1953 to May 6, 1954. This was accepted without correction. 


Mrs. Higgins, as chairman of the Membership Committee, gave the 
report of that Committee, 


The Secretary read a letter from the University of Denver announcing 
the Summer School work to be offered in Library Science, 


A telegram from Miss Flora Ludington, A.L.A. President, was read 
by Miss Bingham, This expressed best wishes for a successful meeting. 


Our President announced the resignation of Mrs. Slagowski as Vice- 
president and President-elect, and the appointment of Miss Martha 
Guenther as her successor. Mr. Thorp was announced as being the Chair- 


Miss Bingham explained that the Constitution and By-Laws need

At this time there was a pause honoring Miss Jessie Fraser, Mrs. 
Rachel Dickinson, and Miss Marion Orr, whose dedhs have taken place since 
our last biennial meeting. Mr. Theron Atkinson read a paper commemor- 
ating Mrs. Dickinson and Mrs, Olive Bess spoke in memory of Miss Fraser 
and Miss Orr, 


Mr. Oboler, as A.L.A. Councillor, gave his report. 
Mr, Thorp, P.N.L.A. representative, reported, 


A letter of greeting from Mr, Willard Ireland, President of P.N. 
LeAe was read by Miss Bingham, 


At this time the President's report was given. 


Professor Maralyn Morton of the English Department at Idaho State 
College and Chairman of the Idaho Authors! Committee gave her report on 
Idaho Authors, She explained that because of the fact that there had 
been nothing done on Idaho authors and Idaho writings, the head of the 
English Department, Professor Jacob, sigzested to her that this would 
be a good project for the English Department, That is how her work 
started. The bibliography is in virtually final form, and copies are 
available from Professor Morton. 


As Mr. Zimmerman, Chairman of the Committee for Microfilming Idaho 
Newspapers, was unable to be present, Mr. Spence read the report which 
Mr, Zimmerman had prepared, 


The report of the Publications Committee was given by Mr. Oboler, 
Chairman of the Committee. 


The report of the Special Committee on School Standards was given 
by Mrs, Maxine Slagowski, Chairman, After this report there was some 
discussion as to the use of the word "standards," Miss Eastman thought 
it should be "evaluation," There was further discussion concerning 
the suggestion that the minimum standards should be raised to twenty 
hours rather than the present six. Mrs. Slagowski said that the com- 
mittee did not mean that the standards should suddenly be raised to 
twenty hours but that they should gradually be raised, .- to perhaps 
ten at first. Miss Guenther suggested that a state supervisor of li- 
braries be appointed. Mr. Jones said that the state is trying to get 
state supervisors appointed in various divisions but is hampered by 
lack of funds. 


The meeting was adjourned at 12:00,

ALA COUNCILLOR'S REPORT 


Your councillor attended the Midwinter Meeting of the American 

Library Association, January 31 through February 6, 195). During 
this meeting approximately 75 different boards, divisions, committees, 
and sections of the American Library Association held their annual 
meetings. Considering everything, I thought I did pretty well to have 
attended approximately twelve of these in the course of seven days. 
Most of the various committees and such held meetings which would not 
be of particular interest to any but a few members. Therefore, this 
report deals entirely with the actions of the Council which took place 
at meetings on February and 5, At the Thursday morning Council meet- 
ing, President Ludington stressed the fact that the officers of the 
Association were well aware of the pressures for censorship which still 
existed, and were doing everything in their power to further the work 
of the Committee on Intellectual Freedom. She also reported on the 
work of the Special Committee on the Appointment of the Librarian of 
Congress, (As you probably know, for the first time an outstanding pro- 
fessional librarian was appointed to this position, Mr. Le Quincy Mun- 
pe oe happens to be president-elect of the American Library Asso~- 

ation, 


The Nominating Committee's report stressed the fact that the tw 
candidates for ALA vice-president and president-elect, 195-55 are both 
from the Far West, and your councillor wishes also to rejoice in the 
fact that Western librarians, namely from California and from Washing- 
ton, are contending for this important position. Several unimportant 
institutional and by-law amendments were approved, but one specific 
amendment is concerned with chapters and is worthy of more than passing 
notice, After much discussion, in which your councillor participated, 
it was decided that from now on only one chapter from each state would 
be recognized for ALA. The significance of this is that there are now 
two chapters in some Southern states, one composed entirely of Negro 
librarians and the other of Caucasians. It is certainly a step forward 
to have this practice frowned on by the ALA, 


A proposal for a group insurance plan for ALA members which provides 
income when salaries are lost for illness was presented, of which details 
are available from the American Library Association. So far this plan is 
only in the talking stage, and various alternatives have been proposed. 


At the Thursday afternoon meeting Jack Dalton of the University of 
Virginia gave the report of the Board of Education for Librarianship on 
Accrediting. This is of major importance only to colleges and high 

schools, and Mr. Dalton's report has since been published in full in the 
ALA BULLETIN for March. 


As a result of a suggestion made by various interested groups, a 
new Committee on State Legislative Action was established by ALA with 
the purpose of working with the state legislators on proposed library 
legislatio, This grew out of a State Librarians Work Conference, 
which I attended on Monday, February 1. A special group conference on 
work with the Council of State Governments, at which your Councillor 
represented Idaho, made plans to formulate and propose, in connection 
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with the Council, material showing basic principles of and suggestions 
for library legislation, It seems that the Council of State Governments 
each year makes up a publication on suggested state legislation for the 
following year, covering many fields. Up until now library legislation 
has never been included, As a result of this Monday morning conference 
and of the action of approval by ALA Council on Thursday afternoon, the 
Council on State Governments will in the future include in this publi- 
cation, which of course will be sent to legislators in Idaho as well as 
all over the country, suggestions of what good library legislation might 
be. This should be of great value to us in the years to come, 


Another important action of this afternoon meeting was the announce- 
ment of the establishment of an Audio-Visual Round Table and of work now 
being done on developing international standards of cataloging. 


Mrs. Grace Stevenson, Associate Executive Secretary of the ALA, re- 
ported on various adult education activities, of which the one which 
seemed most important to Idaho librarians was a progress report on 
American Heritage discussion groups. Information on these discussion 
groups and how they can be formed by librarians even in very small 
communities may be procured from Mrs. Stevenson at ALA headquarters. 


At the final meeting of Council for this conference, many different 
matters were reported, of which several seemed to be of particular ine 
terest to Idaho, L, He Kirkpatrick of the University of Utah reported 
on the new legislation passed last year which has resulted in the Super- 
intendent of Documents charging depository libraries postal fees for 
depository publications, (A recent issue of the LIBRARY JOURNAL has an 
article by Mr. Kirkpatrick reporting on this matter in full to date.) 


A report was given on the Federal-State Relations Special Committee, 
which has been working on the National Commission on Inter-Governmental 
Relations (at that time known as the Manion Committee, but new under 
the chairmanship of Mr. Kestenbaum), Out of this committee's work may 
come a recommendation for Federal action in the field of library ser- 
vice. Reports were made on such topics as the Library Service Bill, 
Customs Simplification Act, the Universal Copyright Convention, and the 
Mason Bill, the latter of which has since passed one part of Congress and 
would benefit librarians and others on retirement income by exempting 
+ wah types of retirement income from the payment of Federal Income 

aXe 


In general, it seemed to me that this general meeting had less to 
offer for state associations than most, with the exception of the Li- 
brary Association Officers Workshop which was held on Tuesday, February 
2. Your councillor appeared as one of a panel at this workshop dis- 
cussing cooperation among committees of state and regional library asso- 
ciations and the ALA, centering on library legislation. My talk dealt 
with regional legislative committees, with special reference to PNLA 
and its promotion of cocperative efforts among states in the region in 
procuring library legisletion, Another session of this particular work- 
shop which took place Tuesday morning dealt with the mechanics of li- 
brary association conference planning. I sincerely trust that just 


possibly this meeting which you are attending may, in some measure, 
reflect some of the new ideas learned there,

PRESIDENT*S REPORT MAY 1953-APRIL 195) 
(Read at Biennial Meetins, May 7, 195, Idaho State College, Pocatello) 


This is a brief prozress report at the end of the first year of the current 
biennium, To those present who have been followin along vith each issue 
of the IDAHO LIBRARIAN what I :ill say will be very familiar, for we have 
endeavored to keep you fully posted on all that has transpired. 


The Executive Board held its first mcetinz a year ago this month here on 
this campus, At that meeting it was determined that the role o° the Idaho 
State Library Association would be to assist the new State Library Board 
in every possible ‘ay and to suprort the course of action on which its 
members would decide, The plan was that the first year should be a year 
of study, the second year, a year of action, 


To this end committee appointments were made and committee assicnments 
given. Three committees in particular were assigned to carry out studies 
to help determine the course of future action: The Library Development 
Committee, the Legislative Committee and the Special Committee on School 
library Standards, These reports vere published in the IDAHO LIBRARIAN 
for April and we trust you all have read them before coming to Pocatello. 
During the course of our meetings today these reports will be given and 
you will have an opvortunity to raise questions concerning them. These 
reports were not o- ered as final statements, tut rather as sugzestions 
for your consideration and as foundations on which you can help to mild 
our future plan, 


In September the ISLA was privileged to be host to the annual conference 
of the Pecific Northwest Library Association in Sun Valley. liiss S, 
Janice Kee, Executive Secretary of the Public Libraries Division of the 
American Library Association attended this conference, "hile she vas in 
Idaho a joint meeting of the new State Library Board and vour ISLA Ex- 
ecutive Board was arranged to confer with Miss Kee, 


The meeting was a@ most inspirational one and a very fine mutual undere 
standinz and basis of cooperation was established between the tio groups. 
It vas at this meeting that the State Board requested the State Association 
_ to prepare a step-by-step plan ‘or the development of library service in 
our state, This assignment was viven to the Library Development Committee 
and the proposed plan, based on the study of prozress and policies in 
other states, is the report of this committee, It is presented for your 
sug”’estions and your criticism, both favorable and otherwise, It will 
be presented to the State are Board as modified by our deliberations 
at this meeting, 


The report of the Legislative Committee, based on a study of library 
laws in other states in comparison with those of Idaho, will aid in the 
discussion of our plan, 


Because the consideration of the extension of library service cannot be 
divorced from the consideration of the needs of school libraries, we also 
have the report of our Special Committen.on School Iihrary Standards. 
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While thege studies were going on an effort was made to awaken the people 
of the unserved areas of the state to the advantages of library service 
and to tell them of the possibilities of service from the State Library. 
This was done throuch cooperation of the State Home Demonstration Leader 
of the Avricultural Extension Service. A member of the Staite Library 
Board and the President of ISLA attended a state conference of Home 
Demonstration Leaders in Boise in October to peak of the nationvide 
Rural Reading Program and the book that resulted from the Rural Reading 
Conference in Washington, D. C. in September 1951, "The '’onderful World 
of Books." They also explained the services of the State Traveling 
library and the hopes for its future development. Reading lists from 
the State library were distributed at the Ieetin= and in each area of 
the state by the county avents. 


The possibilities of developing an educational program throu7h the Home 


Demonstration clubs and other statewide orvzanizations were ready at hand - 
for our use. The Idaho Con -ress of Parents and Teachers and the American 
Association of University ‘Jomen in Idaho have e:pressed their interest 

and ofered their support. It is now up to us to accept the challenge. 


The vear of study is over, we offer you its results. The course of action 
for the second year is in great part up to you. The program tomorrow 
morning is to be a panel discussion followed by an onen discussion in 
which we implore you all to take part. This is your opportunity to dise 
close what you have at heart in your hopes for the e:tension of library 
service in Idaho. Do not let it goby, It is most essential that we 
combine our thinking and end our meeting this year with a course of 
action, approved by the majority, which ve all can wholeheartedly 

sunport. 


The American Library Association has made it possible for fjiss Kee to 
return to Idaho at American Library Associaticn exnense, to help us as 
consultant at this meting, ‘le are most fortunate to have the benefit 
of her experience just now and we invite her to speak freely at any time. 


If I were to select one vord to describe our activity of this past year, 
I ould say it should be "teamyork," Never have I felt such teamvork and 
willingness to accept responsibility on the part of officers and commit- 
tees. I feel that this spirit was established during the previous ISLA 
administration, The heritaze was accepted and has been intensified this 
year, It has been a real thrill to «atch the committees at ork on their 
separate projects and to see them mere at the end of the year into re- 
lated parts of a whole vlan which we have met today to study together. 
The second word I would choose would be "enthusiasm," If we can carry 
on this spirit of teamwork and this desree of enthusiasm into our year 
of action the prospects -or the de.elopnent of library extension in 
Idaho are indeed bright.

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NEWSPAPER MICROFILMING PROJECT IN IDAHO 


Lee Zimmerman, Chairman 
Report of the Committee, May, 195) 


To: Executive Committee and Members of Idaho State Library Association: 


Several years ago following a meeting in Boise, attended by interested 
librarians, a newspaper microfilming program was initiated, It was ine 
tended primarily to persuade Idaho publishers to microfilm their newspaper 
files, It is encouraging to report that since this meeting, three years 
ago, seven newspaper publishers have been microfilming their files either 
in whole or in part. They are: 


Blackfoot Daily Bulletin. January 1, 1952=date. 

Idaho Daily Statesman. January 1, 1950~date. 

Idaho Falls Times, 9, 1891l<Aug. 14, 1914; June 28, 1917=-Sept. 

16, 1920. 

Moscow Daily Idahonian. Dec. 1939-date. (Publisher plans to micro- 
film early volumes). 

Moscow Daily News Review. September 1, 1935-January 31, 1937. 

Pocatello Tribune. January 1893-September 19, 1919. 

Idaho State Journal (Pocatello), October 2, 19l9-date. 

Rupert Pioneer Record, September 1), 1905-August 1923. 

Minidoka County News (Rupert). March 13, 1919=December 25, 1919. 


In addition to those listed above, the University of Idaho is current- 
ly microfilming some very rare and historically significant newspaper 
files in its collection including:

A glance at both lists reveals existing gaps in the files. When the 
Idaho Falls Times was microfilmed every effort was made to close a three- 
year gap but locally neither the public library nor the publisher could 
find the missing parts. It is unlikely that any of the missing issues of 
this as well as of other papers already microfilmed will ever be found. 
The Microfilming Committee is therefore requesting that it be notified 
immediately in case Idaho librarians hold any of these needed papers in 
their collections or know where the missing years may be found.

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The aims or purposes of the Newspaper Microfilming Committee, follow- 
ing its appointment in Boise, December 1950, have never been outlined 
to the membership. It was generally understood at the time that the 
committee's main function was to bring to the attention of newspaper 
publishers the need for microfilming their newspapers. It is around that 
aim the Committee has functioned. But in the light of more recent develop- 
menta a general statement of the committee's current functions are in order 
and are submitted for the consideration of the Association: 


1. Educational promotion by means of correspondence and published 
articles, in media reaching newspaper publishers, relating to the 
imoortance of a microfilming program in the interest of preservation 
and research. 


Identification of those newspapers in the state, which because of 
their historical importance to future generations, should be micro- 
filmed now or as soon as possible. Especially the older files, 
before they are completely gone. ~ 


3. Location if possible, through assistance of librarians and publish- 
ers, of complete files of the important Idaho papers for microfilming. 


4. Solicitation by the Committee of Publishers to microfilm their files 
of historically important papers for permanent preservation, as 
soon as possible. 


5. Solicitation of all publishers in the state to microfilm both their 
- old and current files of newspapers. 


About the time that our own committee was set up, another one, 
the Committee on Cooperative Microfilm Projects, was created on the recom- 
mendation of the Association of Research Libraries as a sub-committee of 
the ALA Board on Resources of American Libraries. The purpose of this 
committee is to develop a cooperative microfilm project designed to pre- 
serve important materials in danger of destruction and to make more of 
them available to American scholars. 


The chairman of your committee was requested to prepare a list of 
Idaho newspapers which, because of their importance historically, should 
be microfilmed. This was done, ‘The completed list for the 48 states was 
recently published under the title, Selected List of United States News- 
ers Recommended For Preservation, and was sent to the presidents of all 
brary associations with the request that each association examine 
the List for its state and prepare a supplementary list of newspapers for 
inclusion also, ‘the list for Idaho, previously submitted and published, 
is given below:

The Publicaticns Committee of the Idaho State Library Associa- 
tion has been entrusted with the following four projects for the bi- 
ennium, 1953-1955. These projects, growing out of the answers to the 
questionnaires distributed at the 1953 district meetings, are as 
follows: 


1. Improvement of the format of the IDAHO LIBRARIAN in mimeo- 
graphed form, both in the advertising and editorial content. 


2. Consideration of a sub-committee to handle a question and 
answer section. 


3 More correspondence of each committee member with every li- 
brarian of all kinds of libraries within his district to ob- 
tain more news and wider participation in submission of con- 
tributions for publication on the part of members of ISLA, 


lh. Compilation of recommendations for the expansion of the free 
mailing list to state libraries, library schools and important 
institutions, which recommendations shall be submitted to the 
Executive Board for approval. 


_ This is in the nature of a progress report on what has been done 
on each of the four items. 


In the first place, the IDAH) LIBRARIAN is in much better finan- 
cial shape than before, if amount of paid advertising per issue is any 
criterion, Mr. Waldron, business manager, has done yeoman service to 
the Association in constant work on contacting new and renewal adver- 
tisers., The April issue carried $85 worth of advertising, which much 
more than paid for the cost of mimeographing the publication and having 
it distributed. As for editorial content, this really is a matter of 
the judgment of the whole membership rather than of the Publications 
Committee. It is certainly true that more news of the individual men- 
bers could be included, but almost every possible expedient has been 
tried to secure such news and still people seem reticent to tell their 
fellow librarians about their professional activities. One outside 
measure of the value of the editorial content of the Idaho Librarian 
is the fact that in the past few years more and more articles from 
this publication have been referred to in the annual issues of LI- 
BRARY LITERATURE, which is a highly selective bibliography of liter- 
ature on library science and librarianship. From our issues since 
October 1952 through July 1953, twenty-two articles have been in- 
dexed. This is an average of more than five articles per issue which 
were considered to be of more than local importance. Seventeen dif- 
ferent association members are referred to in the author index to the 
1953 volume of LIBRARY LITERATURE, A very recent proposal has been 
made which is not yet in the definite stages but which may result in 
@ very marked improvement in the covers of the IDAHO LIBRARIAN at no 
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increased cost to the Association, Other improvements are in process. 


The qestion and answer idea received no reaction whatsoever from 
the Association when offered in one of last year's issues, and has, 
therefore, been dropped. 


As for the correspondence of committee members with librarians in 
their districts, this has been done very regularly by all committee 
members, but the correspondence has almost all turned out to be one- 
sided, as stated above. 


Your chairman asked all members of the Publications Committee by 
mail for recommendations on the expansion or contraction of the free 
mailing list and received answers which seem to indicate that the 
present list which includes some twenty-seven on the exchange list and 
twenty-one on the miscellaneous mailing list seemed more than adequate 

to all concerned. The Publications Committee will welcome recommenda- 
tions from any Association member of names of persons whom it is believed 
will both profit from receiving the magazine and who will help us in turn 
in any way if they are on the mailing list. Please remember that every 
added copy of the magazine costs approximately twenty-five to fifty 
cents, depending on the size of that issue, to mimeograph and mail, be- 
fore making such recommendations. 


It is recognized that the Publications Committee has not com- 
: pletely carried out all four recommendations made to it by the ex- 
] ecutive board last year, but it is hoped that during the year to 

ag follow even more progress can be made toward improvement of the IDAHO 

LIFRARIAN and its distribution.

I cannot complete this report without offering a personal word of 
thanks to Mr, Theron Atkinson and Mrs, Maxine Slagowski who, with their 
staffs, did such a fine job of the January and April issues, This 
should be sufficient indication that Idaho has many librarians who are 
ready, willing, and able to act as editor of the IDAHO LIBRARIAN when- 
ever the occasion develops, My term as editor expires with the April 
issue, 1955. I am sure that the LIBRARIAN will carry on to continue 

to be what I believe it is now, one of the outstanding state library 
association publications in the country.

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SECOND GENERAL SESSION 


Browsing Room

The meeting was called to order by Miss Bingham, who introduced 
Mrs. William Nixon, President of the State Library Board, who spoke 
on “Working Together for Better Libraries in Idaho." She complimented 
the Association as well as the A.L.A. for cooperating so well with the 
new State Board, She said that the importance of libraries needs con- 
tinued proving. Our nation must come back to good sound thinking and 
this can be done only through the use of good books. In the present 
project in Idaho we must plan with foundation stones, building a good 
foundation before we worry about the embellishments, or a base before 
the roof. We must decide what we can do and what is possible. A big 
step in the right direction might be work toward permissive legislation. 
We must advertise all the way through in the library program, We as 
librarians can build up interest through giving appreciation and praise. 
We should help people to see that libraries can be fun and not just 
serious work, The work should be begun on the elementary level, working 
on up to train both children and parents, Librarians should let teachers 
know what books and materials are available because many teachers do not 
have time to go to the library to see what is there, For that reason 
it is necessary to advertise our wares. 


In conclusion Mrs. Nixon advised that we can get inspiration (1) 
because we are sold on our particular job; (2) from how well we know our 
_ Own work; and (3) from seeing how well others have done on less than we 
have. Success will come only through the dedication and gift of our- 
selves to our work. 


Speaking briefly on "Looking Toward Legislative Provision for Li- 
brary Progress in Idaho," Mrs, Mabel Baker, Legislative Chairman, se- 
lected two points of emphasis from the written report published in the 
April 195) LIBRARIAN. The first these was the need for strengthening 
the one existing channel for library extension in Idaho--the State 
Traveling Library. Nearly every state provides a traveling library 
service, While such service is not nearly as effective as local li- 
brary service, in our state there are some people whom it may never be 
practical to serve in any other way. Governor Len Jordan, when inter- 
viewed regarding the 1953 Library Bill, told Mrs. Baker how much the 
packaged books from the State Traveling Library had meant to the 
Jordan family in their "Home Below Hell's Canyon." To provide for 
better book service and to carry out other functions of the state 
library, it will be necessary to plan for a more adequate budget for 
pee 8 tan and to see that each item on that budget is clearly 

us 


The second need was pointed up by the reading of a letter from 
Mr s. S. 0. Collins, Librarian at Bonners Ferry, which demonstrated 
the urgent need for legislation permitting counties to tax for li- 
brary service. Her letter stated that Boundary County stood ready to 
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help finance the Bonners Ferry Library as soon as there was a legal 
basis on which a county tax could be levied. Present laws provide 
permissive taxation for two kinds of libraries only: municipal and 
school district public libraries, Mrs, Baker produced a large out- 
line map of the state of Idaho on which were marked all libraries in 
the state, giving population served and amount of tax support for each 
library. This presented a clear picture of how the present laws limit 
the outreach of libraries, On the map were also sketched the six pro- 
jected library regions worked out by the ISLA Library Development 
Committee, Through these six regions, library service could be 
channeled to the entire state by a two-mill county levy. 


Gretchen Schenk's book, County and Regione? Libr: Development, 
published by ALA this spring, was recommended as g @ best pre- 
sentation of the new trend in library extension which emphasizes the 
flow of books rather than ownership. Maximum usage of books can be 
achieved only through cooperative library service, within a sizable 
area, Through a service outlet conveniently accessible to his home, 
a patron may borrow any book from the entire book pool of that area, 
This is in line with the new idea in public school planning which 
emphasizes centralized administration and decentralized teaching cen- 
ters, The patron does not care who arders and processes his library 
materials. He is satisfied to know that these tasks are performed 
economically and efficiently at headquarters. He is interested only 
in the local librarian who makes these materials available to him and 
who knows him and senses what particular books will be useful and 
interesting to him 


The dream of efficient cooperative library service in Idaho can 
be realized, if we will keep in mind the words of the Chinese proverb: 
"A journey of a thousand miles begins with the first step." 


At the close of the report, Mr. Oboler asked if the legislative 
chairman would care to name any priorities in working toward legisla- 
tive action. Mrs. Baker replied that this should be left until the 
panel discussion brought priorities into clear focus. 


It was suggested that a great deal could be done by setting up 
the qualities of a State Librarian and getting a budget for the work 
to be done. However, we must protect ourselves by having some lim- 
itations, Miss Kee suggested that somebody must have a full knowledge 
of the total tax structure. Mrs, Nixon recommended that we educate 
the people to the fact that the tax dollar is being spent in the 
right direction by giving some comparisons as to how much people 
spend for other things, Mrs. Baker said that we must have a ceiling 
on permissive legislation. The danger may be that if we get help 
on the lower level we may not be able to get help for a state library 
later. We must sell library service to the people before we can ask 
them for their tax money, Someone suggested that we ask for almost 
double what we want as we will probably get half, Opinion was divided 
on this as others thought that this was not a good idea, 


At this time Mr. Thorp gave the report of the Library Development 
Committee, since the two co-chairmen, Mrs. Stanley Pearce and Mrs. 
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Ralph Merrill, could not be present, 
The meeting was adjourned at ):15 p.m. 


Following this a tea and social hour was held in the Browsing Room, 
We were entertained by Mrs, Myrlan Morris, who played some. numbers on 
the marimba, 


A banquet was held Friday evening, May 7, at 6:30 at the Pocatello 
Country Club. Toastmaster was Eli M. Oboler. Dr. Carl W. McIntosh, 
President of Idaho State College, gave the address, "The Waftts." (This 
is to be printed in the October IDAHO LIBRARIAN.) Entertainment during 
the banquet was presented by two Idaho State College students: Miss 
Pauline Rowe, who played the piano, and Miss Eleanor Pierce, who sang.

Miss Kee spoke 
on "What Public Libraries Are Doing," and showed two films: The Libr 
Story, a picture of what a public library in Wilmette, Tues, te 
Tolar 3 and The Common Heritage, which showed the development of Library 
Extension work in Tennessee.

The meeting was called to order by Miss Bingham, who introduced 
the persons on the panel: js. Mabel Baker, chairman of the discussion 
and Chairman of the Legislatéve Committee; Miss S. Janice Kee, Executive 
Secretary, Public Libraries Division, A.lL.A.j Mrs. Charles Winstead, 
Vice-president of the State Library Board; Mrs. Ruth Higgins, Public 
Librarian, Pocatello; Mrs. Lucile Peterson, High School Librarian, Par~ 
mas; Mr, Leonard Thorp, Assistant Librarian, University of Idahoe 


Mrs. Baker said that we should try to answer the following ques- 
tions: What can we do in the 1955~1957 biennium to better Idaho li- 
braries? and How do we go about getting it done? 


There was some discussion concerning training agencies, Someone 
asked if training came before requirements. Mrs. Slagowski said that 
because so many librarians have met the present standards we should 
move ahead and raise the standards. Mr. Thorp said that in theory re- 
mirements should cane first and then the standards would be met. 
Actually, if the training comes first the standards will be met. Mrs. 
Peterson suggested that some correspondence courses be offered in 
library training. Miss Kee said that one misses so very much through 
trrespondence, Mr. Oboler made the observation that if in the State 
of Idaho we need more school librarians, then we need more people since 
we have to rely upon Idaho people for our librarians, Therefore, we 
Should first have some recruiting done, then raise the standards and 
the requirements, Mrs. Doane asked the possibility of having extension 
*ourses and Summer Workshop courses on college campuses. Mr, Jones 
*greed that this would be a good idea and that perhaps the University 
Should even offer some graduate courses. Miss Kee mentioned the fact 
that in this we are involving the state educational agencies and that 
Yrs. Slagowski's report pointed up the need for a review of standards 
tnd for provisions to be made for more trainings therefore, maybe same~ 
One would want to make a resolution. Miss Guenther made the statement 
‘that more people would be interested in library training if the courses - 
tanght here in Idaho could be transferred to a library degree. She 


observed that more courses in @ducation in children's litera uré 
need to be 


| The qestion was brought up as to what the difference is in train- 
ing for school library service and public library service, or how far 
we can expect public libraries to go in meeting the school library needs . 
Mrs. Peterson stated that the requirements are quite different. Mrs« 
true asked in what way they are different. Mrs, Peterson explained 
‘hat material needed at a public library would be in the form of bi- 
°graphy, fiction, and travel, while the material asked for in a school 
library would be material for themes and on specific subjects such as 
logy, etc. Mr. Oboler asked how closely the Boise Public Library 
Worked with the schools, Miss Bingham stated that their (BPL) program 
was mainly in instroction of the use of the librery and in studying 
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supplementary material, but they could not supply the first needs of 

the students, Mrs. Peterson asked why the public library had to teach 
the use of the card catalog. Miss Bingham answered that they did not 
have to but felt that they could help students to become better ac- 
quainted and to feel more at ease in the library by doing this. Miss 
Kee stated that the school libraries have a function quite different 
from public libraries, The school libraries should teach the students 
to read, and the public libraries should have the books for them to read. 


The problem of overcrowding the public libraries between certain 
hours when school is out was discussed. Many public libraries have this 
problem and some find it difficult to plan to hire extra help just for 
certain hours and days. Miss Kee pointed out that this problen shows & 
very definite need, that of teachers and librarians working together, 


The subject of the Library Development Report was brought up. Miss 
Kee asked how we were going to tackle this report. Mr. Thorp said that 
the most significant fact in it is the contrast between rural library 
service and urban library service. Counties are contributing to city 
libraries so that they may have service. This is neither legal nor il- 
legal, but extra-legal, Some cities are offering free library service 
to counties to get them to come in to the city, Other city libraries 
give people outside the city library service for paying for a library 
card. Miss Kee asked what would hanpen if the State Traveling Library 
were to advertise. Mrs. Robinson answered that they have wondered 
whether they should try to have a large number of dissatisfied cus- 
tomers by advertising or a few satisfied customers without advertising. 
Mr. Jones asked from where the most calls for services came. Mrs- 
Robinson answered that it was from the school and isolated areas. Miss 
Kee suggested that Mrs. Robinson had raised a good point about whether 
it is better to have satisfied or dissatisfied customers. She asked 
if this would be good or bad. The association was divided on this point. 
Mr. Thorp suggested that a report of the dissatisfied customers would 
be a good thing to show the legislature. 


The question was asked as to how many staff members there were at 
the Idaho Traveling Library. Mrs. Robinson said there were four, and 
the cataloger is a professional librarian. Miss Kee remarked in amaze- 
ment that a staff of four was serving half of Idaho on $13,000.00 a 
year. Mrs. Doane brought up the fact that none of the four has been 
trained in chiidren's literature, Mrs. Robinson said that one had had 
courses in education. Miss Kee said that she thought the association 
should establish some priorities and thather suggestion for a first pri- 
ority would be to enlarge the staff at the Traveling Library by hiring 
a State Librarian. Mrs, Winstead of the State Board said that she a~ 
greed, and that a trained librarian was needed to go out and sell the 
services of the Traveling Library, but that there was also the need for 
an appropriation suitable to supply facilities so that the librarian 
would not be frustrated. The other three members of the State Library 
Board each agreed that the crying need was for increasing the services, 
staff, and appropria ions of the State Traveling Librarye 


Miss Bingham stated that there had already been some work done with 
the State Home Demonstret.ion loader to advertise the Tdaho Traveling Li- 


brary but that she had been disappointed with the results. However, 
there had been a few requests and follow-ups from the advertising. 
Mr. Oboler said that his suggestion for priorities would be to get 
a trained librarian and tell him that he is going to be frustrated. 
He explained that when he came to Idaho State College Library they 
were spending $250.00 a year on books. They are now spendin 
$10,000.00 a year, He said the need is for (1) a person, (2) books, 
(3) a budget. Mr. Thorp said that if we are to get 100 cents worth 
of good out of our library dollar we must have a larger unit as we 
are losing money on a small unit. Miss Kee asked if we have legisla- 
tion to get a larger unit. Mr. Tharp answered that we do not. Miss 
Kee said then that we need permissive legislation. 


Once more the discussion turned to whether school libraries and 
public libraries were duplicating their work. Miss Bistline from the 
Book Arcade in Pocatello felt that the material furnished by each was 
much the same. Mr. Thorp explained that the school library exists to 
supplement textbooks first and for recreation second, and the public 
libra y is the place to secure recreational and free reading. 


At this time Mrs. C. S. Bosquet, President of the National Con- 
gress of the Parent-Teacher's Association spoke. She said that our 
two organizations have a great deal in common, She suggested that our 
primary need would be a program of public relations, If the legisla~ 
ture would know the facilities for them a great deal of our battle would 
be over, She pledged the help of the PTA to us and said that they 
would gladly take direction and suggestions from us. Concerning school 
libraries and their supplementing textbooks, she said we should soft- 
pedal the idea of putting a lot of fiction in schools, We should just 
say that it is enriching material. 


To expand rural library services is one of the steps in the PTA 
program, A platform was adopted at their last meeting to do this very 
thing. She said that this step caused no discussion but was passed 
without any qualifications, She thought that in the past the main 
trouble has been the lack of education among people in general, Some- 
one asked if the library association could prepare a pamphlet to go 
in the kit which the PTA is preparing, to explain what the library asso- 
ciation is trying to do, Mrs. Bosquet said that they would be glad to 
use such a pamphlet. Miss Kee said that she thought that a highlight in 
the association was to know that we have the backing of the PTA, Mrs. 
Winstead said that at the recent meeting of the American Association 
of University Women in Twin Falls the association went on record as 
wanting to help sponsor the development of libraries, 


Miss Kee quoted some advice given by a lawyer in Montana, "Know 
what you want and go about getting it in a business-like waye" She 
summarized the discussion of the morning by listing the following needs: 
(1) Extend the services of the Traveling Library; (2) consider the 
fact of establishing different types of libraries, e.g., county, re- 
gional, etce; (3) work on public relations to get the needs known to 
civic groups, librarians who could not attend the meeting, teachers, 
and educators. 
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Miss Bingham then called the meeting to order for the business 
session, She stated that now is the time to get started in the direc- 
tion we want to go for the next few years. We should decide what 
should be the resolution for action at the next legislature, and what 
the program of the State Library Board for the State Traveling Li- 
brary should be, Mr. Oboler recommended that the State Library Board | 
use the step by step report of the Library Development Committee as a 
guide to their future activities. 


Mrs. Baker made the motion that the Idaho State Library Asso- 
ciation recommend the enlarging of the staff and resources of the 
State Traveling Library for expansion of the program on the state 
level. Mr. Webbert seconded the motion and it was unanimously 
carried, 


Miss Bingham asked if we were going to do something for lo- 
calities where they have gone as far as they can, such as favor per- 
missive legislation. Mrs. Peterson made. the motion that we go on 
record as favoring permissive legislation, with a ceiling of two 
mills on a tax levy for the establishing of county and/or regional 
libraries, Mrs. Bess seconded it and the motion was carried. Mr. 
Jones asked if two mills was reaching for the moon. Miss Kee said 
that no one would ever vote the maximum, This is only giving then 
the chance to do that if they want to. 


Mr. Jones invited our group to meet with the State Board of 
Education on Wednesday, August 4, 195k, at McCall, Idaho, 


Mr. Thorp made a motion that a resolution be passed to the 
effect that in conformity with the suggested expansion of services 
of the State Traveling Library the name be changed from Idaho State 
Traveling Library to Idaho State Library Services, It was seconded 
by Mrs, Higgins, and was carried. 


A recommendation was made that a committee to study the possi-~ 
bility of improving current and future opportunities and standards 
for school librarians in Idaho be appointed,

PARALLELS BETVEEN STATE AND ARMY LIBRARY ORGANIZATIONS 


(Summary of an extemporaneous talk given at a luncheon May 8, at the 
State Library Association meeting in Pocatello.) 


Having just returned from three years in Germany and France as 
an army librarian, I have been making comparisons while listening to 
your discussions during the past two days. There are many similarities 
to the factors for consideration in enlarging statewide service. 


Army libraries serving American troops overseas are under the 
section of the army called Special Services, which includes motion 
picture programs, sports, clubs for enlisted men, and other recreational 
activities. The libraries started out to be primarily recreational. 

For that matter, for several years after the war ended we were doing 
well to keep a building open at fairly regular hourg, with someone 
literate at the desk, and a collection of a thousand mildew-free 
books on the shelves, I was then in the Far East Command, but 
conditions were much the same in Europe. ~ 


Hewever, as reconstruction progresses and the troops become 
more settled, rapid improvements have been possibe. ‘'e find the 
function of army libraries broadening, just as it needs to do ina 
state which has passed the pioneering stage, to provide more 
educational services along with the original limited recreational 
use. Among current army personnel are, as most of you know, many 
Pfc's with PhD degrees; not just an occasional one; but mary. For 
these people and for the large settlements of American families 
now overseas, we found it necessary to increase reference services, 
do more cataloging, train personnel in using interlibrary loan 
procedures, and in general to expand services. We had literary 
discussion groups and classical music record collections in several 
of the libraries. We were expanding to meet the increased need in 
all phases. 


The point that has struck me most, in all the discussions 
here, is the repetition of the warning that it does not pay to be timid 
about selling library service to the public: that in order to push 
improvements through the legislature into an active program, ve mst 
let the people know what is needed and what we propose to do, Pub- 
licity and public relations were a big part of army library work. 
Among the cross-section of Americans now included in military 
groups, there are still many who have never been inside a library -- 
and some who have never been inside a book! 


Ve found one of the required elements in effective publicity 
was to place the library where the soldiers would stumble over it. 
It had to be located on the way to the mess hall, or near the movie 
theatre, or next to the PX, Evmally important was "personal" pub- 
licity. Not only was it necessary to stregs a helpful and friendly 
attitude toward patrons in the library itself, but the American 
librarian had to be an active member of her commnity, or commnities. 
(Usually she was in charge of libraries in several kasernes.) She 
had to promote good working relations with clubs and schools, just 


as we will have to do on a state level. Posters, radio spots, and 
other publicity media were secondary, but also important. 


There were numerous other parallels which could be pointed 
out, in the organization, budgeting, and training and supervision 
of personnel,

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THE AMERICAN LIBRARY IN PARIS 


The American Library in Paris, where I served for two years as 
Reference Librarian and for the past four and a half years as Librarian, 
is a privately operated subscription library, supported by the gifts 
and donations of individuals and organizations both in France and 
America, It has a completely international clientele with about 
O percent of its borrowers French, }0 percent American, 10 percent 
English and the last 10 percent divided among about thirty different ~ 
nationalities. Its reference department serves translators, students, 
officials from sovernment agencies of all nations, and anyone with ~— 
a question, It cooperates with and complements the U.S, Information 
Service Library in Paris, both libraries having long aro agreed 
unofficially on a delineation of activities, 


The American Library in Paris was organized at the end of the 
first ‘orld Var in 1920 and was an outgrowth of the collections of 
books taken to France by the American Library Association for the 
use of American soldiers. In 1919 when the A.L.A,. began to wind 
up operations they opened their Faris headquarters to the American 
residents in Paris, The latter decided that such a library was a 
fine idea and eventually the A.L.A. agreed to turn over bookstock 
and equipment, with an endowment of $25,000 to the newly organized 
Library and its Trustees, The first Librarian was Burton L, Stevenson, 


For a time the A.L.A. maintained a library school in the same 
building, directed by an American librarian with American and French 
teachers, but in 1929 it was discontinued due to the depression and 
lack of support. The Library also ran an International Reference 
Service which was likewise discontinued with the advent of the’ 
depression, The Library itself continued to function, hovever, 
although on a reduced schedule, and in 1936 it was forced to move 
to samller quarters, 


When America entered World ‘’ar II, the American staff had to 
leave, but the Library was kept open’under the direction of one of 
the members of the Board of Trustees, the Countess de Chambrun, an 
American woman married to a Frenchman, It was financed and more 
or less adopted by a French’ Information Service, conveniently headed 
by liadame de Chambrun's son, and as a French organization was not 
touched by the Germans, some of whom even became borrowers. 


After the war a committee of American librarians was appointed 
to reorganize the Library, and for six months Milton Lord, on leave 
from the Boston Public Library, was acting director, The present 
director, Dr, Ian Forbes Fraser (a non-librarian) as appointed in 
February 1917.° Under his direction the Library completed its 
reorganization, opened a branch for students on the Left Bank in 
1948, and in 1950 undertook to open small branch libraries in some 
of the provincial cities of France. This latter project was suggested 
and finarced by the E,C.A. mission to France, with the idea of 
supplementing the work done by the U.S, Information Service libraries, 
which can be installed only in cities where there is a consular’ 
service, The original contract called for ten branch libraries, 


but by the time six were set in motion, it became apparent that funds 
for the remaining four would not be forthcoming, The present contract 
is with the U.S.I.S. but there is a question as to whether funds to 
continue will be provided indefinitely. It will be unfortunate if 
they have to be closed because they have been extremely successful in 
their role of “ambassadors of good will", They are located in 

_ Roubaix (near the Belgian border), Rennes, Nantes, Toulouse, ifontpellier, 
and Grenoble, nearly industrial and/or university eenters, and several 
of them with strong commmist factions, The monthly circulation of 
books and magazines in each branch is considerably more than the 
number of volumes in the collection, and the reference questions, for 
the most part referred to the Paris Library, keep two librarians 
busy most of the time. Unlike the main Paris Library and its student 
branch where nearly all of the books are in English, the branch 
libraries concentrate on French translations, ‘ith special groups of 
technical books in English pertinent to the particular locality. 
Several of the Branches have sponsored classes in English on the 
initiative of the local librarians, 


In November 1953 the library moved to new and larger quarters 
at 129 Avenue des Champs Elysées, right next door to the U.5S,I.°. 
If any Idaho librarians are fortunate enough to visit Paris, the 
staff of the American Library is always happy to greet visitors 
from America and to show off the only non-governmental fetordean public 


library outside of the United States.

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A Great Books Program 


(A brief report of a talk given for the Public Library 
Section, ISLA, May 8, 195k) 


John Erskine, of Columbia University, instituted a course of book 


discussion in 1920. Later at the University of Chicago Robert M. 
Hutchins and Mortimer J, Adler set up the Great Books Extension program, 
In 197 the Great Books Foundation, an independent, non-profit organi- 
zation, was formed and the program became nation wide. 

The purpose of the Great Books Foundation is to encourage the 
formation of discussion classes, ‘Sets of material are available and 
individual ownership is encouraged. The program is set up to cover 
a five year period, 

A Great Books Program is for adults, liortimrer Adler felt that 
schooling is for children - education is for adults and should cover 
a lifetime. The zroups are formed to encourage and direct the reading 
of individuals, Leaders are trained to question the participants and 
to stimlate discussion, For persons interested in becoming leadérs the 
Great Books Foundation holds a training institute. Leaders are taught 
the most efiective methods of leadership. The cost of this training 
is extremely low, | 

Mrs, Bordevwick felt the program had been successful in Buhl. She 
stressed the need for adult education in the future, arc tre part a 
Great Books Program could play in filling it.

RECENT REFERENCE BOOKS WHICH SHOULD BE IN TH® SMALL LIBRARY 


Let us see what our word, reference, means. According to 
Webster a reference is a sign or direction referring a reader to 
another passage or book. It is a direction to or consultation of 
books and periodicals for information. A reference question is 
defined as a request from a patron of a library for information of 
a definite nature which he expects to be found in printed materials. 
He wants to see the answer to his question stated in black and white 
so that he may leave the library with information gained and know 
from what source it came. The reference interview carries with it 
a personal attention to the individual reader, which seems vital to 
him. If the question is not of the clear cut variety, the librarian 
has to spend much time in looking up matérial, but in the end the 
seeking after knowledge gained is ample compensation. 


In a small public library the librarian gets to know her patrons 
personally and can recognize and distinguish the specialist who 
knows much more about the subject and its literature than the 
librarian does. This seeking after knowledge becomes a mutual 
common ground. Perhaps the librarian with her knowledge of 
subject material in books is able to zive to her patron the exact 
information in a much later book than he has access to, which in 
turn gives to him the added material he was so desirous of getting. 
The librarian must anticipate and appreciate the learning level of 
her patron, 


We are living in an Atomic Age. Do we all understand the atom 
and how the bomb is made? Never, in all this world. "The Atomic 
Story", by John im, Campbell is a clear explanation in layman's 
language of the story of atomic physics in terms intelligible to 
all. The author has very cleverly given the definitions of terms 
and lists it as a cast of characters, This book was published 
in 19)? by Holt, . Another fine book, as we progress, is 
"Electrons {2 and -) Protons, Neutrons and Cosmic Rays", by Robert 
ama a formerly Professor of Physics, University of Chicago, 


"Fundamentals of Atomic Physics", by Saul Dushman, published 
by McGraw-Hill Company, is a book which is unique in supplying a 
quantitative treatment which is both technical and simple. The 
reader is given a presentation of the problems of atomic and 
nuclear structures and an understanding of relations involved. 
To a trained, scientifically minded person "The Elements of 
Nuclear Reactor Theory", by Samuel Glasstone and Milton Edlund 
will lead him far into the field. of neutrons and protons, 


Another subject is Television which will correlate with 
Radio. "Television Principles", by Robert B. Dome and "Zssentials 
of Electricity for Radio and Television", by Slurzberg and Osterheld 
are publications of McGraw-Hill Television series, These books 
would be especially helpful to radio enzineers who 1ould want a 
better understanding of the more specialized field of television and 
who are looking for the fundamentals of eleétricity vorked out in 
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simplified mathematical equations. 


In a small city the library mst work with the schools, especially 
the high school. Often times the high school has no adequate library 
and the pupils come down during their study periods. Projects in 
biology concerning birds and fish are beautifully done with the 
help of the large "Audubon Bird Book" and "A Study of Fish", by 
Chapman Pincher, Botany smacks of trees and flowers. Two new books 
on trees are "The Friendly Evergreens," by L.L. Kumlien and "The 
Home Book of Trees and Shrubs", by J.J. Levison. And for flowers, 
especially wild flowers, is MacMillan's most recent "Wild Flower 
Book", which is a delight to all who handle it and peruse its 
pages. 


For material on prehistoric animals one may read "Monsters of 
Old Los Angeles", by Charles M. Martin, in which he tells of the 
La Brea Tar Pits just off Wilshire Boulevard in Los Angeles. 
"Man and the Vertebrates", by Alfred Sherwood Romer, is the third 
edition put out by the University of Chicago Press in 1918, It is 
so constructed as to show the story of evolution from fish to man, 
It thoroughly discusses birds, reptiles and mammals which are of 
interest but not closely related to human evolution. The last 
chapter deals with the human body and a discussion of embryology 
based on the development of man. "Man, Time, and Fossils", by 
Ruth Moore is a book of detailed material concerning man's origin, 
man's buried record and a changed theory of Man's evolution, This 
is published by Alfred A, Knopf, 1953. For knowledge of liwing 
animals is a book called "Nature's "lays", by Roy Chapman Andrews. 
This book tells the many strange and wonderful ways in which 
nature's creatures have equipped themselves fcr survival, This is 
beautifully illustrated. 


"Tropical Fish as a Hobby", by Herbert R. Axelrod, is vital 
to the man who has an aquarium in his own home, Actually tropical 
fish require little care, but the few basic rules of care and feeding 
are essential to their existence. This is licGraw-Hill 1952 book. 


Any person with a hobby or a pet wants to feel security by 
knowing that he can 7o to the library and get a book that will tell 
him what he wants to know now, 


I have just touched on a very few subjects and their reference 
material but I hope that I have gopten over to you that it behooves 
the librarian to keep alert and keep worth while reference books 
coming in all the time ith the very latest data in them.

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The Twin Falls Public Library of Twin Falls, Idaho has extended its 

; service to the Public, by adding a collection of phonograph 
records, Patrons of the library frequently expressed an in- 
terest in records,’ since Twin Falls, as well as many other 
towns in our state, is msically-minded. 


The Ifusic Club of Twin Falls has sponsored the record library. The 
Club donated funds to purchase new records. First purchases, 
selected on a basis of recommended lists, included standard 
classics, a few of the best maical comedy recordings of the 
original casts and several language records in German, French 
and Spanish, Gifts of albums and single records were also 
received, 


CATALOCING 


Before beginning the project of catalozing the records, we studied 
the codes for cataloging of many libraries which appeared in 
various articles of the Libfary Journal, questions and answers 
concerning the children's record loan library issued by the 
Free Public library of Glen Ridge, New Jersey, and Rules 
for Descriptive Cataloging in the Library of Congress - Phono- 
records, Also, we obtained much help from iiiss Opal Ziemer of 
the Dearborn Public Library of Dearborn, liichigan. 


In cataloging our record collection the amount of detail used is 
fairly simple. The basic principles for cataloging books 
(rules of entry, title, notes, etc.) are applied. ‘le use the 
unit card (complete information on all cards) throuvhout, The 
composer, instead of author, is the main entry; however, then 
the composer cannot be readily verified, ve use the title of 
the composition since it is not worth spendinz too mc 
searching for names of obscure composers, 


The main entry for all discs is established by consulting the circu- 
lar label on the disc itself, descriptive texts printed on the 
covers and analytical leaflets accompaning sets, Also, we found 
the Macmillan Encyclovedia of Music and imsicians especially 
helpful in verifying commosers?: names and opus numbers,

Circulation of records is the same as for Rental books in our collection, 
We charge 2¢ a day for a 1) day period, thereafter 5¢ per day. 
Ve collect the fee on return and we do not require an. advance 
deposit, We carefully insPect each record before it is circulated 
and azain when it is returned, 


Ve charge “1,00 for each broken or damaged record and replace- 
ment costs for lost records, 


We caution the patron to use only a microgroove needle with 
LP's, 


SHELVING 


Records are shelved alphabetically by composer, ‘'e separate LP's, 
albums and singles. ‘e use open shelves; this method is easier 
for the public to use and it shows them how many holdings we 
have under one name, 


brief discussion outlines some of the problems we met in sétting 
up a record collection, These problems do not, however, outveigh 
the expressions of gratitude that come to us for the service 
offered through the circulation of records, ‘’e feel that it 

is a worth-while addition to our service to the public and our 
plans are bright for the future. We hope to expand our record 
collection and also to include Children's records,

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BOISE BOYS' AND GIRLS‘ DEPARTMENT RECORD COLLECTION © 


December of 19,9 witnessed the initial lending of records in 
the Boys' and Girls' Department of the Boise Public Library. On 
the surface it didn't seem a very complex procedure to start a 
small record department , @specially when there were‘ only 50 discs 
to start with and those children's records, However, looking toward 
the future, we felt, even though the collection was small, that ve 
should start right. Therefore, the summer of 1919 was spent think- 
ing over our new venture, writing various places asking for 
suggestions and help in regard to buying, storage and cataloging 
records, Among the places we wrote for aid were the Music 
Department of Detroit Public Library, Music Department of Columbia 
University, and the Music library Association, Library of Congress, 
Washington D.C, The Detroit Public Library sent us sample catalog 
cards, with a brief resume of their procedure, It seemed very 
involved and of course was for an adult record Department, iir. 
Frank Campbell, Secretary of the Music Library Association, wrote 
us that the il.L.A. code for cataloging music, which contained a 
chapter on phonograph records, was out of print at that time. It 
was undergoing revision and would be available the following year. 
He said they would notify us when it was ready. To date we have 
heard nothing as to its publication, Mr. Campbell suggested tio 
good books that ould help us, Ie were’ able to get Eisenberg's 
"Guide to Children's Records", New York,Crown Publishers, This 
helped us a great deal in getting started and in the selection 
of records, ‘'e would still have been very much in the dark as to 
classifying and cataloging discs, however, if Mrs. Smith, Head 
of the imsic Department of Columbia University, had not come to our 
rescue by sending us her otm personal copy of the ii.L.A. code for 
cataloging records, She offered to loan it to us for three months, 
Ve typed our otm copies, one of which is enclosed with this paper, 
Mrs. Smith ‘cautioned. we should adapt these rules to our om 
situation = choosing that which would suit our purpose the best. 
After a thorough study of the code we came to some very definite 
conclusions, The first was that we would use a short form - 
keeping in mind the essential information needed, ‘e followed in 
general the rules for the main entry - title - place of publication 
or issue - producer - date of issue, ‘le skipped the date of 
recording, using the disc number as indicated. ‘'e started using 
the matrix number, but dropped it as scon as ve found that so often 
it was the same as disc number, and so was superfluous, ules for 
album or set numbers, number of sides and size vere folloved 
completely. The series note and method of recording ve felt would 
be of little value to us or the children, We have used our ow discretion 
in regard to notes, usin¢ information ve have felt vas important 
such as medium of performance - performer - author of text - contents - 
etc. We have followed the general rmles in resard to other works 
on odd side of album set. Our subject headings have been obtained, 
in cases of doubt, from "Subject headings for children's materials" 
by ue. 


The filing of our records was a worry, because we felt whatever 
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method we used should be permanent and ought to be flexible enough 
to give room for expansion, There were ]; methods suggested. For 
our purpose, No, 1,the numerical, seemed the simplest as ell as 
the best. We started a permanent shelf list - with the accession — 
mumbers listed as copy 1 = copy 2 = etc. 


The symbols V-X-Z we use for identification to size - V-7"; 
3-10"; Z-12", b or u for breakable or unbreakable records, L.P. = 
E.P. = )SRPM = are listed under the call number to denote the RPM 
of each record, The plus sign or the asterisk * is our symbol 
denoting Boys' and Girls' Department, The following is an example 
of how to use the symbols we use: 


E.P. 


In arranging the records on the shelves, we have put all 
L.Pe discs together, and all 5's together, The shelves are 7" 
in width = 15" deep - 13" high and are numberéd numerically 1 to 
25 = 26 to 50 = etc, Replacements, of course, are treated the same 
as books and added to orizinal shelf list card, As our collection’ 
grows our catalog file is being used more and more to locate discs, 
and see just what we have. 


Recently we have done away with the method of using gummed 
labels on the discs and on the outside of folders or album, We 
have found that’ printing the number on the disc itself with the 
electric stylus is much neater and lasts longer, especially ‘hen 
little fingers are continuously trying to tear the labels off, 


Our rules for lending records are: Children 9 years old and 
over are alloved 1 record or 1 album, for a period of 7 days, «ith 
no renewal, Children under 9 years mst be accompanied by parent 
in order to check out records of any kind, 


In order to minimize the danger of breakage, all records are taken 
out of the original container and are checked out in Gaylord Bros, 
Phonograph Record Holders. We have found them to be safe, strong, 
and durable. 


In conclusion, I would like to say that we are aware that our 
method of cataloging and filing records, no doubt,could still be 
improved on; however, to date we find it consistent in theory, 
useful in practice, and adequate for our size library.

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SCHOOL LIBRARY SZCTION 


Dr. lfoore, Associate Professor, Idaho State College, Department 
of Education, gave a brief introductory tqlk on the value of audio- 
visual materials in the schools, and how librarians can improve and 
serve the schools through this means, 


Mr. Cooper of Idaho State College Film Library gave a description 
of some of the machines displayed and told how to store and care 
for film, and how a film library should be set up. 


Mr, Shoun, State Supervisor of High Schools, emphasized again 
the need for more training of the teacher-librarians in the state, 
the importance of the school library in the curriculum, and urged 
care in book selection, the use of more analytics, need for a 
definite budget, periodicals, and vertical files, 


Miss Eastman, State Elementary Supervisor, gave a very inspi- 
rational talk on the need for library service in our schools, 
She emphasized that books mst be readily available to the children, 
teachers must know the reading level of the children and the level 
of interest children show at different ages. Recreational reading 
must not be overleoked = don’t stress the informational reading 
too much, Develop culture and American heritage and a real love 
for books. Above all she said to read to your children,

COLLEGE LIBTARIES DIVISION MEETING 


The division meeting of College librarians was held in the 
Seminar Room of the Idaho State College Library, at 2:30 p.m. on 
May 8. The following persons were present: Mr, Webbert, Mr. Spence, 
and Mr. Thorp from the University; Mr. Oboler, Ifiss McClain, and 
Miss Coleman from Idahe State College; Miss McBirney from Boise 
Junior College; Mrs. Bess from Coliege of Idaho; and lirs. Bittleston 
from Northwest Nazarene College. — 


Mr. Webbert took charge since Mr. Zimmerman, who was chairman, 
was unable to be present. 


The subject of methods of developing interlibrary cooperation 
between Idaho college and university libraries was discussed first. 


Mr. Oboler suggested the possibility of an exchange union of 
books, periodicals and documents, with priority to the U.S. Book 
Exchange on periodicals. This was discussed to some extent and 
all present thought the idea was an excellent one. “e agreed that 
when the postage was over %1.00 we would repay it, when it was 
less than “1,00 we would not. However, if it amounted to close to 
1.00 for several times we should use our own judgment about paying 
it. The type of information to be provided is as follows: 

Books = Give full author, full title, with subtitle, printing and/or 
copyricht date, publisher, place of publication, number of copies, 
edition if it is given. 

Periodicals = Give title, date, volume and number, new or old series. 


Differentiate between magazines with similar names. 

Documents = Give the classification number as given in the Monthly 
Catalog. If not a U.S. document use as full information as pos- 
sible. 


The list of extra or duplicated books, periodicals and documents 
which will be prepared by each library is to be sent to the other 
libraries in alphabetical order by the name of the college and 
to start with the following one on’ the list each time. This will not 
apply to the University and I.5.C.yas they will always exchange 
with each other first, but after they have exchanged lists then they 
will send their lists to the other colleges in alphabetical order 
giving preference to the succeeding one on the list each time. 


It was also suggested that we prepare want lists to be sent 
around to each of the libraries, 


It was sugrested that the University publish a monthly list 
of state documents and send it to each bureau, each college librery, 
Boise Public Library and the Library of Congress. This should 
begin July 1, 195). Mrs. Bess put this in the form of a motion, 
it was seconded and was unanimously approved, 


It was suggested that the colleges start a one-page news letter, 
to be sent around to each college, in geographical order, to be 
started by the University, with each college adding a paze to the 


— 


letter. This is to be kept to one page, except that it may be nece- 
ssary for the first one to be a little longer, This letter should 
not be held by any one college for a longer period of time than 
three days. If there is no news this should be indicated and the 
letter forwarded to the next library. The following geographical 
order was set up: The University of Idaho to North Idaho Junior 
College, to College of Idaho, to Northwest Nazarene College, to 
Boise Junior College, to Idaho State College, to Ricks College, to 
the University of Idaho... The University will then keep the 
original one and start another, etc. These letters are to 
include: 


Appointments and vacancies 

Unusual books for exchange 

Unusual gifts of any kind 

New services 

Requests for hard to find material for patrons. 
It was agreed by all that this letter ous be used as a source 
of news for the IDAHO LIBRARIAN, 


A general discussion followed in which dealers, binders, second 
hand dealers and microfilming were considered.

A second meeting was planned for on Saturday 
May 8, at 5 o'clock in the staff conference room 
to complete any unfinished business and plan for 
the coming year. 


The following bilis were presented for pay- 
ment:

These were all approved, 


Mr. Oboler made a motion that the Association 
pay for telephone calls of a reasonable amount which 
the president must make for the association business, 
during the next year, and that a regular report on 
this be made, Mr. Thorp seconded it. Motion carried 


Mr. Oboler made a motion that the treasurer be 
authorized to pay expenditures, of reasonable 
amounts, made by officers of the association for 
such matters as postage, materials, and stationery. 
It was seconded by lirs, Slagowski. Motion carried. 


It was sug ested to the editor that reports, 
papers, etc. from the Nay meeting be printed 
throughout the year, but not necessarily in the 
July IDAHO LIBRARIAN, 


Miss Bingham explained that Bro-Dart will 
print the front page of the IDAHO LIBRARIAN if 
they may have their ad on the inside, They will 
pay for the ad as well. The question arose as 
to what type of advertising they will do. Mr. 
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Oboler suggested that if we agree to their plan we 
send them a letter.stating that we would accept 
this plan if they would agree not to have any 
deprecatory advertising against their competitors. 
‘There was also the question as to whether they 
would plan to do this for more than @ year since 
we would not want to go back to a mimeographed 
cover after having a printed one, The suggestion 
was made that Caxton Printers be asked to do the 
back cover on the same basis as Bro-Dart. 


Mr. Oboler was asked to have the Publications 
Committee make a study of the possible variations 
in advertising rates, depending upon the position 
in the publication and the length of the contract. 
It was also suggested that they look into the 
possibility of having the publication printed and to 
contact other advertisers to see if they would be ‘*~ 
interested in advertising in a printed publication 
and be willing to pay a higher rate for advertising 
in a printed magazine. 


The president asked what we thought of having

Pressure Groups 


",.Libraries, along with legislatures, administrative agencies 
of government, political parties, business organizations, churches, 
families, and individuals, must expect to find themselves the targets 
of group pressures, The problem of how best to deal with these pres- 
sures is one that individuals as well as institutions must face. 
One significant aspect of the situation is the relation that exists 
between one's aims and the prevailing sentiment of the community. 
If the majority in a community strongly support intellectual freedom 
and enlightenment the tagk of the library in this area is not difficult. 
Ano her variable is the attitude of the community toward the institution 
itself, 1f the public is indifferent and apathetic, and displays little 
interest in the aims of the library, its task will be a hard one, Even 
in a situation where one or more vigorous pressure groups arise, bent 
on exploiting the library to their own ends of bigotry, the situation 
can be handled if the library has strong allies among the many other 
pressure groups in the area. The building up of such sympathetic, 
understanding, and cooperative allies is a must in the kind of 
situation just mentioned, working through community leaders of 
opinion, not only in times of crisis but continually, helps to 
counter pressures that endanger the informational and educational 
objectives of the library. VYften small minority groups make noises 
out of all proportion to their real importance, much less their 
social usefulness. Through public opinion polls and surveys by 
responsible leaders in the community the unrepresentative nature 
of these groups can be exposed." Harwood L, Childs, "Pressure Groups

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COUNTY LIBRARICS TOR IDAHO 
by lirs, liabel Baker, Chairman 
ISLA Legislative Committee 


The panel discussion at the Pocatello meeting seemed to bring 
two needs into clear focus: 1) On the state level, a strong state 
library, not only better able to serve the otherwise unserved by 
means of packaged books, but also able to coordinate the library 
progress of the whole state and assure its efficiency and economy; 
and 2) on the local level, a new law enabling counties to tax for 
library service, 


To meet the first need, we look to the new State Library Board 
for a careful survey of requirements to make possible an appropria-~ 
tion for effective state supervision and traveling library service. 
We are hopeful that there will come just such a budset out of the 
mecting of the State Board of Education on August }; at McCall to 
which the state Libr ry Board and ISLA representatives have been 
graciously invited by lir. Alton B. Jones, State Superintendent 
of Public Instruction, as a part of the total education package, to 
be included in the zovernor's message. 


As for the second need, Miss Gertrude Zastman, State Supervisor 
of Blementary Education, points that up most e2 “ectively by her des- 
cription of the existin~ condition in Idaho. I quote: "Library 
service today is of the patchork variety, ‘ith rural areas almost 

totally unserved."1 Those of you who vere at Pocatello *ill recall 
the large outlineimap of Idaho used in the Legislative Report with 
its few and far between libraries with very limited ta: yields and 
service areas, This was a craphic illustration of the truth of liiss 
Eastman's statement. 


Early in the last legislative session, lirs. 5S. 0. Collins, Lib- 
rarian at Bomners Ferry, wrote asking the Association to sponsor a 
bill permitting eountdes to ta: for libraries. The re uest was most 
certainly a worthy one, but we felt we could not comply with it In» 
asmuch as it was too late to «et the approval of the Association for 
such sponsorship. The day before I left for Pocatello in May, I ree 
ceived another letter from lirs. Collins, setting forth avain the 
urgent need for such lezislation. I feel sure that it was her letter 
read at the Association Ifeeting which caused you to vote unanimously 
to support a bill permitting counties to tax for libraries with a tio 
mill ceilinz, I should like to qvote azain from her excellent letter: 


"le are willing and able to help ourselves if we were 
permitted to levy a County tax for fund, ... This library is a 
County Library, the only public library in Boundary County and

“We feel that this is a small thing to ask - a bill that ~ 
asks for no funds from the State, but allovs us to help our- 
selves and lets us‘move forward in a district ~hich needs a 
library so vitally, instead of letting us curl up and die be- 
fore the long range plan can bezin to function," 


How many of you feel as lirs. Collins does about this? How many’ 
of you work in libraries where the same situation exists? If -rou do, 
whshher you were in the spirited meeting in Pocatello or not, you will 
get busy now to help us bring this latr to pass, A little later, iliss 
Lois Hanson, newly selected chairman of Public Relations, will ask 
your help in making our bill known and understood at the home front. 
Just now we are asking your helo in the writing of it. Before we take 
it to an attorney, ve vant to be sure that it is the best »ossible 
frame-vork for county and multi-county library service in Idaho. 
Taking an idea here and a plan there from county library laws of other 
states, we have prepared preliminary suggestions for that bill as a 
spring-board for your study. These suggestions you will find in this 
issue of the Idaho librarian. As you study them, ‘ve ask you to vis- 
ualize a county library set up under some such provisions in your 
county. ‘le ask you also to study them in connection with the present 
library laws which Alico ::cClain of the Legislative Cormittee compiled 
for the October 1953 Idaho Librarian, Then write us your suggestions, 


You trill note in these "Preliminary suggestions for the proposed 
Bill enabling Idaho counties to tax for libraries" that there is no 
mention made of a county library board. To suport this intentional 
omission, I quote from Gretchen Schenk: 


"County libraries in ‘‘ontana, Texas and California are 
manazed directly by the county's governing body, Leaders have 
pointed out that the e:-cellent support ‘iven many of the Calif- 
ornia libraries organized under this plan has in part been due 
to the ‘act that the county “overninz boards have kept in close 
touch with library needs and problems and have felt personally 
responsible Sor the library's development. Under this system, 
librarians present their budget needs directly to the body 
which makes the appropriation,."2 


"The simplest form of county library orzanization is that 
under which the library becomes a department of county government, 
A library so orztanized may operate with or without a library board..."3

“‘odern library e::tension, hovever, no longer encourazes the 
organization of school district libraries... » As in the case of 
township libraries, the tax base is generally not stron or laxge 
enough, and area and ponulation are too small to make possible the 
establishment of adequate, fully equivped, library units. ...many 
states have voted tax limitations, so that the amount of money 
available to schools from local tax sources is severely curtailed 
and must often be used almost entirely bv the local school system 
to the exclusion of any library services to the municinality, 
Consequently, service is restricted solely to the school population, 
It is foreseeable, therefore, that the school district as a taxing 
unit for library purposes will cradually fade from the victure."4

PRELIMINARY SUGGESTIONS FOR THE PROPOSED BILL 
ENABLING COUNTIES TO TAX FOR LIBRARY SERVICE Il! IDAHO 


The Board of Commissioners of any county, either separately 
or jointly with other sovermental units, is hereby authoriged to 
establish and maintain a public library or contract for library 
service with an existing library. Such library or contract service 
must meet standards established by the office of the State Librarian 
and have the formal approval of that office. 

Where any library is established under this act, the cost 
of purchasing land, erecting buildin:s, and equipping and maintaining 
such libraries may be paid for in vhole or in part out of the zeneral 
funds of the county. 

The Board of Commissioners may levy a tax not to exceed 
two mills on the dollar of all the taxable property, not including 
that within a city or villa’e which is already taxed for the support 
of a free municipal public library, The proceeds of this tax shall 
be known as the county library func. This fund shall not be used for 
any but library purposes, 

If a county library be not otherwise established, the Board 
of County Commissioners upon the petition of fifty tax-payers of the 
county shall submit the question of such establishment to the voters 
at the next county election. tf a majority of the votes cast on such 
question be in the affirmative, the Board of County Commissioners shall 
establish the library and levy u anlty tax for its supvort vithin the 
trro-mill limit, 

This act shall take effect and be in force from and after 
the date of its passage. 


Government Publications for Everyone

Do you know that the Federal government is a gource of a tremendous 
amount of reliable information? Do you knew that a great deal of this 
information on current and vital subjects can be had for less than a 
halfdollar? And, furthermore, these publications are not all technical, 
but are designed as useful general information for the average citizen. 


Federal government publications contain a great amount of infor- 
mation having reference value, and have four attributes not always 
attainable in good reference material, They are authoritative because 
they are written by specialists in each subject field, although pub- 
lished by the government. They are economical for they are available 
at small cost, and most general publications cost less than a dollar, 
Since the latest available material is usually printed first in 
Federal documents, the information contained is timely, In order 
to disséminate widely this authoritative and time nformation, 
the Federal government has designed attractive publications of a 
seen readable nature to appeal to the general reader rather than 

specialist. 


It must be assumed that the small public library is designed 
as a community center for reliable and useful information, It 
must operate on a very limited budget. How does the librarian ac» °— 
quire timely, authoritative and highly readable material at small 
cost so that the popular demand for light fiction can still be met? 
The answer? Government documents are of a popular nature that 
represent a minimum of expense to acquire, yet are authoritative. 
Most small public libraries do not stock them or know of them, yet 
Federal documents provide the cheapest type of reference material. 


The Superintendent of Documents,Government Printing Office, 
Washington 25, D.C., will provide a bi-weekly list of selected U.S. 
publications for the asking. Also available for free distribution 
are a wide variety of subjects which "are grouped under several titles 
into a series of subject price lists. . ." The librarian need only 
write the Superintendent of Documents asking that these subject 
price lists be sent, and a selected list of titles on many fields 
of endeavor will be provided free. 


irregularly prublished also is a New Catalog of Representative 
Government Best Sellers which contains over 500 titles representing 
"hest sellers" from the Government Printing Office. 


Below is a very small sampling of Federal documents selected at 
random from several free lists, with selling price, which may serve 
to introduce government publications to the uninformed, and indicate 
the scope of interests covered. The subject designations are the 

author's, not the Superintendent of Document's. Even:a small pub- 
lic library can offer its yearens. this reliable, well-written, and 
interesting information,

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BOISE PUBLIC LIBRARY BEGINS NE YOUTH PROGRAM 


During the month of April the young adults of Boise were 
swarming into the Adult Department of the Boise Public Library 


“by speciai invitation. Ovex -900 graduating ninth-grade -students 


were brought to the Library in school buses, accompanied by their 
English teachers, in order to meet the need of special guidance 
for young people in the use of the Adult Library as they enter 

high school years and leave the Boys' and Girls' Department, 


For a month before the program started principals and 
teachers in the four Junior High Schools and St. Teresa's 
Academy cooperated with the library staff in setting up the 
program and registering the young people as adult borrowers. 
When they visited the library they received their new cards. 
Classes visited the library for a 5 minute period during 
which they heard a talk and saw a filmstrip on the use of the 
library and were shown in general where things are and how to 
use them. This program was conducted by Miss Judith Mahan, 

a member of the library staff. Selected reading lists of 
adult books were distributed and students were invited to check 
out books from a special display in the Young People's alcove. 
This display is set off by an attractive poster and will be 
permanently maintained for the use of high school students. 


The filmstrip shown is published by the American Library 
Association and is entitled "Use Your Library". It illustrates 
how to find books through use of the card catalog, how to find 
brief facts in encyclopedias and other reference books, how to 
use the Readers' Guide to Periodical Literature to locate 
magazine articles, and how to find pamphlet material. The 
reading lists were selected from such approved sources as the 
Standard Catalog for High School Libraries, the Booklist of the 
American Library Association, Books for the Teen Age of the 
New York Public Library and others. A visual aid chart is kept 
on display to show the grouping of books on the library shelves 
by subject as provided in the classifications of the Dewey 
Decimal System. 


A special information desk for the assistance of high 
school students is open each school day from September through 
May in the Young People's Alcove from :00 to 6:00. Many 

new books are being added to the Young People's special corner, 
These titles are being imbifided in the daily lists of new 
books added to the library collection currently published in 
the Statesman. 


By establishing the program at this time of year the 
library staff hopes to encourage young people to read for recreation 
during the summer vacation period and become familiar «ith the 
library before the fall term. The Library Staff has been 
delighted at the cooperation of the school administration, the 
teachers, and the students in this program and at the individual 
response of many of the young people. One said as he left the 
library, "I can hardly wait to get back, the books all looked 
so goods"

At the state meeting of the Idaho State Library Association in Pocatello 
in May the report of our Special Committee on School Library Standards in- 
cluded the recomnendation that the required number of seMester hours of . 
library trainin for high school librarians in Idaho be raised graduaily 
to more nearly conform to the recommendations fo the Jorthvest Accredit- 
ing Association, Idaho reouires six semester hours, The standard of the 
Northwest Accrediting Association is 20, 


The question then arose as to the expense and feasibility of attending 
courses for many of the teacher-librarians in the state. It was a reed 
at the meeting that a comnittce be set up to investigate the training 
reouirenents and sources for school librarians in the state. 


At the ISLA Board mecting followin; the conference it was agreed that it 
would be desirable for this comaittce to be a joint committee of the 
Library Associstion and the Idaho Education Association, The purnose of 
this committee "as conceived as follows: To study the recomendations of 
the ISLA Committee on School Library Standards; to examine the availabil- 
ity in the state of school library courses; to consicer whether or not 
it may be feasible to hold such courses in various cities and tomms as 
extension courses to make it easier and less expensive for teachers to 
take advantaze of them; to consider whether it ‘ould be better planning 
for one or two of the institutions of irither education to be responsible 
for offering these courses, rather than all of them at various times; and 
to inquire into the possibilit:- of arranging for such courses to count as 
credits toward library dezrees in schools of librarianship if the teacher 
should zo on for further stud, 


Would you and your executive board of the IZA be willing to appoint such 
a committee in coonerstion with the Idaho State Library Association? 


If so, we would like to sug:est that lliss Ge trude Eastman, State Super- 
visor of Elementary Education, be appointed as the co-chairman fro the 
TEA. lIliss Eastman attended and took part in the moetin: in Pocatello and 
is tremendously interested in the project in line ith her orn work, She 
has already signified her willinmness to serve in’ this capacity. Mrs. 
Emma C,. Mount, Hish School Librarian at iliddleton, Idaho would be the 
co-chairman from our organization. We sugvest that this committee be a 
committee of six, tivo other members being appointed from each organization, 
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It would be called the Library Zducation Committee.

THE IDAHO MAP COLLECTION 
(Reprinted from University of Idaho "Bookmark": April, 195k, Page 59) 


Most university libraries take pride in the possession of one or 
more collections of unique, unusual, or rare library materials, There 
are two such collections at the University of Idaho Library: (1) the 
collection of Idaho documents, archives and Idahoana; and, (2) the 
‘Idaho map collection. 


The library has been gathering Idaho maps of the period 180)-1900, 
We have a facsimile of the Lewis and Clark map drawn in 1805, which 
was first published about 1812, ‘'e now have close to a hundred 
different maps of Idaho in the nineteenth century. Over half of 
these include other states and territories as well as Idaho, but all 

' the maps included in the count map Idaho as completely as the other 
states and territories, Most of them wére acquired as Idaho maps ~— 
primarily; in the map catalog, however, many are listed under Oregon, 
Washington, Montana, Pacific Northwest, and California. 


Idaho geography was so poorly known in the earlier decades that 
many of the county lines in the territory were obviously guesses, and 
often bad guesses at that. Early maps usually show the Tetons of 
Wyoming farther west than Bear Lake in Idaho. Others show Bear 

Lake as two lakes, The area of the three buttes northwest of Idaho 
Polls is usually grossly exaggerated. Some maps depict a river 
flowing southwest from tne buttes, where no river exists, It seems 
to have heen a mislocation of McArthur's, or Littlewood, River. 


Boise River is oftea shorm originating in eastern Idaho, about 
where the Lost Rivers aetwally rise, The translation of "Beise" 
River led to confusion with Big \ood River, Early maps ignore the 
Veiser River, one of the first in the state to be explored, Wiser 
(corrupted to Weiser) came vest with Leis and Clark, and a few - 
years later trapped up and down the river, which, in consequence, 
received his name, 


Aside from being quriosities and museum pieces, maps of the 
kind this collection comprises have several uses, such as: 


- Identifying early place names which occur in pioneer literature. 
- Tracing the progress of exploration and geographical knowledge, 
- Following the political changes made by the legislature, 

- Findins forcotten places and placenames, 


A checklist of the Idaho maps is in preparation for publication 
in a later issue.

SELECTING BOOKS IN SALINAS, A member of the library board of 
the Salinas (Cal.) Public Library objected to purchase of H.G. "ells! 
Outline of History, Bertrand Russell's Human Knowledge, and the most 
recent Kinsey book, and then left the city on an extended trip. But 
so marked was the community's reaction to his effort at pre-censorship 
that John C, Tuily, the board member, later felt it necessary to defend 
his position in a letter tiat filled nearly all of one page of the 
Salinas Californian, local newspaper, Complicating the outcome was 
the fact that Mr. Tully is a publisher, that he discounted a part 
of the Freedom to Read statement and that on his trip he visited 
a large public library in the liddle '’est and used some of his 
reported experiences to support his contentions. 


A quick survey disclosed that other libraries in the area 
delegated book selection authority to the librarian. Copies of 
all three books were finally purchased, and it was decided that 
the Salinas Public Library should have a "workable, written policy" 
for the selection of books.

The fine system at the Poca- 
tello Public Library is different 
than in many libraries. No fines 
are charged in the Children's 
Room. The only charges possible 
are five cents each for two over- 
due postcards and fifteen cents 
for a messenger call. 

The basis for fines on books 
borrowed by adult readers is a 
ten-cent assessment. Fines of 
ten cents or more must be paid, 
but fines under ten cents are 
excused, With this system one . 
book kept out longer than five 
~ days overdue would draw a fine, 
but six books just one cay over- 
due have twelve cents due, at 
the rate of two cents a day. 

The Rental charge for new fic- 
tion is five cents per book for 
seven days, and it is not renewe 
able. New non-fiction is circue 
lated for fourteen days, and is 
not renewable. There is no 
rental charge for non-fiction.

The most recent figures on 
"Status of Public Library Ser- 
vice = 195", as issued by 
ALA, show that the per capita 
annual operating expenditures . 
for public libraries in Idaho 
is now just under 50¢. This 
corresponds to about 25¢ in 1951. 
The national average is 86¢, 
and Idaho ranks 35th among all 
the states.
